Administration warned today.

settlement, DPA Administrator 
Henry H. Fowler forecast it may 
be two to three months before 
new steel reaches some civilian 
goods manufacturers. * Many will 
shut down and vthers curtail out- 
put in the meantime, he said. 

Fowler estimated the loss from 
this year’s series of steel mill 
shutdowns at 20,000,000 tons of 
steel.

From Istanbul came word that | 
five British and.

“In summary, the staff’s pres- 
entation has cast serious doubt 
on the corps’ opinion and judg- 
ment on this project.” 

The division report, made at 
Omaha, Nebr., with the help of 
specialists from the corps’ board 
of engineers for rivers and har- 
bors, estimated that annual freight 
volume on the Missouri would 
reach 4,000,000 tons by the year 
2010. It calculated iransportation 
savings and other benefits from 
use of the channel. 

‘Arbitrarily’ Boosted Figures. 

“These figures,” the House sub- 
committee continued, “were too 
conservative to suit the Missouri 
river division (of the corps), so 
that division arbitrarily added 10 
per cent to the potential tonnage 
figure and 10 per cent to the an- 
nual savings figure. 

“Thereafter the report and the 
comments of the division were 
studied by representatives of the 
Chief of Engineers who con- 
cluded that the report and the 
comments were  ultra-conserva- 
tive. As a result, the potential 
tonnage figures were arbitrarily 
increased by 25 per cent (to 5,- 
000,000 a year) and the period of 
ultimate realization of maviga- 
tion benefits was decreased from 
50 years to 20. 

“The Missouri river division 
followed the leadership of the of- 
fice of the Chief of Engineers and 
changed the computations in 
these and other major respects. 
However, in doing so they re- 
tained the original board report 
but substituted pages, switched 
language and transposed sections, 
all the while ostensibly retaining 
the original board report. 

“To all outward appearances, 
this drastically different revised 
report was the same as_ the 
board’s original report. Curi- 
ously, the experts of the board 
who wrote: the original report 
were not ‘consulted about the 
changes nor even informed of

HONG KONG, July 28 (AP)— 
The Macao-Communist China bor- 
der was reopened today after two 
weekend border clashes in which 
China charged Portuguese guards 
killed 60 Red troops. 

A Chinese peace mission 
reached Macao Sunday and 
promptly demanded financial jn- 
demnity, accusing the Portuguese 
of an unprovoked attack on Chi- 
nese border guards. . 

One Portuguese border guard 
was killed and about 12 were in- 
jured in the Friday and Saturday 
shootings. Portuguese guards said 
the Reds started the fights. 

Macao officials said they be- 
lieved the Reds suffered some 
casualties but said the charge of 
60 killed was a gross exaggera- 
tion. 

Although the border was re- 
opened traffic was reported light. 
Earlier hundreds of Macao resi- 
dents fled to Hong Kong.

CARSHALTON, England, July 
28 (AP)—A balloon released at a 
Conservative party rally here re- 
cently landed some 800 miles 
away in Communist - controlled 
East Germany. The balloon’s 
label—bearing a’ picture of Win- 
ston Churchill and an invitation

The unity of action 
campaign may reflect similar So- 
viet worry and presage Soviet 
acts predicated on that worry. 

Visit of Nenni to Moscow. 

The visit of Pietro Nenni to 
Moscow and his personal audi- 
ence with Stalin. are important 
parts of the drive. Nenni repre- 
sents Italy’s extreme left wing 
Socialists. They collaborated so 
long with the Communists that 
they have virtually been de- 
voured. Nenni went to Moscow 
to receive a Stalin peace prize 
and Moscow put his picture on 
front pages with his statements. 


Nenni is important to the 
Kremlin because he shows wa- 


Few of them were so detached 
from reality as to imagine that 
Harriman could be nominated 
without President Truman’s back- 
ing.

Oil as a World Power 


‘By far the’most disturbing aspect of Senator 
Hennings’ latest statement’ on the international 
oil cartel is his charge that the “big seven” oil 
companies dominate American and British for- 
eign policy in the Middle East, Indonesia and 
Venezuela. — | 

Five American and. two British oil firms, ac 
cording to Senator Hennings, “work in the clos- 
est harmony and accord, constituting a single 
unit by which the ‘world’s oil market is con- 
trolled.” He charges that the combine fixes 
prices thfoughout the world, wields more power 
than some nations, and exploits the consumers 
‘of the free world at-thée ultimate expense of the 
American taxpayer. 

For many weeks Senator Hennings has been 
trying to get the “secret” tag taken off a report 
by the Federal Trade Commission which is sup- 
posed to show how the oil cartel works. The re- 
port is not yet available to the public. The 
State and Defense departments held that publi- 
cation would not be in the national interest. 

Senator Hennings did win a partial victory 
when President Truman agreed to make the re- 
port available to responsible official agencies. 
Attorney General McGranery has now author- 
ized a grand jury investigation of the cartel in 
Washington, and the FCC report will be part 
of the evidence to be studied. 

The grand jury, necessarily, will be confined 
to the question of whether any American laws 
have been ‘violated by the oil companies. That 
is an important question but not the only one. 
Even if the oil combine’s operations are .within 
the law, the public is entitled to know whether 
it does in fact dominate American and British 
foreign policy in the major oil producing areas 
of the world. » 

Senator Hennings suggests that the oil cartel 
may have played a part in delaying a settlement 
of the Anglo-Iranian company’s dispute with 
Iran. If it did, then the oil cartel may be held 
largely responsible for the crisis that still ex- 
poses Iran to the peril of Communist conquest. 

These charges make it imperative that, what- 
ever the outcome of the grand jury investiga- 
tion, Congress at its next session approve Sena- 


tor Hennings’ proposal for a fuil-dress investiga- - 


tion by a special committee. Does the oil monop- 
oly, as the Senator alleges, “operate as an inde- 
pendent world government’? Does it dominate 
our foreign policy anywhere In the world? 

The people are entitled to the answers, and 
Congress should set up an able and fearless 
committee to demand them. 
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Another Strike to Settle 


Now that the steel strike is over, the time 
has come for striking St. Louis truck drivers 
and their employers to buckle down to the im- 
portant job of ending the local truck strike. 

The truckers have been out for nearly four 
weeks, and that is a long time to tie up a vital 
industry. Three union groups have rejected the 
latest offers of the employers, the principal issue 
apparently being the five-day week. On the 
face of it, the union has a strong case for a 
working arrangement which has become so gen- 
erally accepted in many industries. On the oth- 
er hand, its demand for an immediate wage in- 
crease of 30 or 31 cents an hour appears to 
be excessive in the light of both wage stabiliza- 
tion principles and what other labor groups have 
been accepting. 

Are there not the makings of a compromise 
here? Could not an employer concession on the 
five-day week and a union concession on the 
wage demand bring about a badly needed settle- 
ment?)

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The Name and the Fact 


The most abused word in political Europe 
undoubtedly is “Socialist.” Time was when it 
had a fairly clear meaning, being applied to po- 
litical parties which sought to apply the theories 
of Karl Marx to greater or less degree. 

Not so any longer. Europe is now littered 
with “Socialist” parties which are not Socialist. 
Even Hitler used the word as vote-bait in the 
official name of his Nazi plunderbund. And 
now it has been adopted by Italy’s neo-Fascists, 
the die-hards who are today opening a conven- 
tion in the Abruzzi to preserve “what was best 
in the Mussolini era.” 

These people call themselves the Movimento 
Sociale Italiano, or Italian Socialists. Actually, 
most of them are out-and-out fascists, opposed to 
Italy’s present multi-party system and hungry 
for the old-time monolithic control of the nation. 
They have managed to pick up a fringe of dis- 
contented people who are less devoted to the 
late Duce than they are disillusioned by the pres- 
ent DeGasperi government. And they are look- 
ing for more such. Hence the meeting in the 
Abruzzi, a rocky, niggardly countryside where 


life is about as hard as it is anywhere in Italy. 


These new fascists will have to be watched. 
Under a democracy, they probably are entitled 
to their turn on the rostrum. They will say a 
lot of things which will seem acceptable. They 
will, for example, be against Russia and grudg- 
ingly on the side of the United States. But this 
should take in nobody. . In their hearts, they 
carry the seeds of dictatorship. No hame can 
conceal this fact. .

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Exit of the Playboy King 


Farouk I, who has abdicated and left Egypt, 
tried occasionally to be a strong King in a weak 


' state, but was more realistic when, a few years 


ago, he predicted ‘his own fgilure. | 

In 1936, as a 16-year-old schoolboy, Farouk 
left an English school to be pronounced King. 
He inherited a good many million dollars, the 
ranking throne of the Arab world, and the 
propensities of a Riviera gambler and interna- 
tional playboy... Thus the Egyptian monarchy 
suffered from a canflict of personality as well as 
of social classes. 

Farouk tried to be a constitutional monar¢h in 
the Western fashion. He was affable. He shook 
hands with the poor. 
he could drap thousands at the Monte Carlo 
gambling tables, spend a cool million to refur- 
bish his yacht and dine with tummy dancers. 
Perhaps unintentionally, he symbolized the great 
divide between wealth and poverty which more 
than anything else has destroyed Egyptian unity. 

These conflicts of character and statecraft 
help to explain Farouk’s failure as a monarch. 
Thus his leadership in the formation of the 
Arab League and its decision to fight for Pales- 
tine turned to disaster. His dissolution of the 
extremist Wafdist government, during the Cairo 
riots this year, was a strong move which turned 
into a procession of feeble governments. 

So the army has given Farouk a,21-gun salute 
and shipped him overseas. The new government

pledges to wipe out corruption, and time will 
show whether this promise is honest or only 
demagoguery. But Farouk’s palace had already 
become a tinsel trapping in the impoverished 
land of ancient greatness. 
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Gov. Stevenson’s Running Mate 
In nominating Senator John J. Sparkman of 


Alabama for Vice President, the Democratic 


national convention followed the old practice 
of balancing the ticket. They did what the 
Republicans undertook to do in naming Senator 
Richard M. Nixon of California. 

A review of Senator Sparkman’s record will 
show, however, that the choice does more than 
balance the ticket in terms of geography. The 
52-year-old Alabamian has one of the most 
progressive records in the Senate. It has been 
common to say in recent years that with Sena- 
tors Sparkman and Hill, Alabama has been the 
best represented state in the upper branch of 
Congress. : 

Senator Sparkman is Southerner enough to 
have sided with the Dixiecrats on the sectional 
split in 1948. Yet his sympathies on economie 
and social issues are such that he has worked 
much of the time with the Humphrey-Douglas- 
Lehman group of progressive Northern Senators. 
Although his state is a Gulf Coast state, he has 
taken the side of the people of the country as a 
whole in opposing the offshore oil grab, so 
strenuously fought for by Louisiana, Texas and 
California. He even co-sponsored a bill to estab- 
lish in law, and thus beyond any question, the 
authority of the Federal Government to control 
oil deposits which lie off the American shores. 

The chief difference between Senator Spark- 
man and the platform on which he will run 
arises in the field of civil rights. He supported 
the Dixiecrat filibuster against a compulsory 
FEPC in 1949 and his vote was one of those in 
the Republican Dixiecrat coalition which passed 
the Wherry cloture amendment strengthening 
the hand of filibusters. In this field he has a lot 
of reconciling to do in his campaign for the vice 
presidency. -He may have begun it when he 
helped write the platform as a member of ‘the 
Resolutions Committee. 

For a relatively young Senator, Sparkman has 
won himself a place of some importance in for- 
eign affairs. He is a member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee and as a conse- 
quence of his work in international relations, he 
has served as a member of the U.N. General 
Assembly for the United States. 

Partywise the choice was a shrewd one. Since 
the extremists on both sides—the Byrds and 
Byrneses, on the one hand, and the Moodys and 
young Franklin Roosevelts, on the other—gave 
way to the moderates of the party, the choice 
of Senator Sparkman emphasizes the middle 
ground outcome of the struggle within the con- 
vention. It is a choice, therefore, that may be 
a warning to Gen. Eisenhower that the Demo- 
cratic party is more united in 1952 than in the 
last two campaigns. 
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It Was an Anticlimax 

Senator Hennings of Missouri doubtless felt 
he was paying a compliment to Vice President 
Barkley, when he put the Veep’s name in nomi- 
nation at Chicago. As it turned out, he pro- 
duced an anticlimax. The Democratic party’s 
“Grand Old Man” had received a thunderous 
and sustained ovation the preceding night. The 
tribute he received was one that was meant for 
him alone, and that was the memory he should 
have carried away from Chicago. 

Instead the Hennings nomination put the 
Vice President before the convention after he 
had most positively withdrawn and after he had 
criticized Senator Kefauver of Tennessee for his 
ill-advised appear&nce on the floor. On the first 
ballot the Vice President received the votes of 
the Kentucky delegation and a scattering from 
other states.

On Feb. 26 Owen Lattimore appeared 
before his accusers on the McCarran Com- 
mittee. The major portions of his testi- 
mony are presented below: 

Concerning my reputation and charac- 
ter, you have now for many months been 
publishing to the world an incredible mass 
of unsubstantiated accusations, allegations 
and insinuations. 

One of the most. shocking things that 
has happened in the proceedings is that not 
one of.the witnesses 
against me has ever 
been asked in exam- 
ination or cross-ex- 
amination a question 
that would test his 
motives or his relia- 
bility. 

Most shocking in 
this respect has been 
the suppression or at 
least the bland ignor- 
ing of evidence al- 
ready of record. 

I will cite just one 
example, a rather 
striking one — that 
of Louis F. Budenz. 

In the Tydings hearings, Budenz finally 
said, “I have never seen any vestige of 
his (Lattimore’s) Communist party mem- 
bership.” 

Senator Lodge attempted to get Budenz 
to state ‘a specific instance when an order 
or an instruction was given to (Lattimore) 
and carried out” (p. 1134). 

After hesitating and weaseling, Budenz 
said: “Well, the order to represent the 
Chinese Communists. as agrarian reform- 
ers was certainly carried out.” 

Then, when Senator Lodge asked, “Is 
that the most concrete and specific illus- 
tration there is?” Budenz then said, “That 
is the most concrete, yes sir.”

Foreign Service Is Jeopardized 


Now, it was clearly established in the 
Tydings Committee hearings that in fact I 
had never called the Chinese Commu- 
nists “agrarian reformers” nor had Paci- 
fic Affairs carried articles calling them 
agrarian reformers, with the single ex- 
ception of an article by a Chinese Com- 
munist, which was clearly labelled as such, 
and was presented as an example of what 
the Chinese Communists were saying. 

_When China fell to the Chinese Commu- 
nists, it was a grave setback to the inter- 
— of this country, an unmitigated trag- 
edy. 

With the advantage of hindsight, a num- 
ber of mistakes can be pointed out in the 
handling of the American policy that at- 
tempted, at various stages to forestall, to 
avoid and to mitigate this catastrophe. | 

It would be useful to analyze those mis- 
takes of the past, as a guide to the future, 
but it certainly serves no patriotic purpose 
to distort mistakes, or, more accurately, 
—_ of success, as if they were signs of 
guilt. 

The attribution of personal guilt for the 
mere purpose of providing political scape- 
goats is not civilized or democratic behav- 
ior, however widespread it may be among 
primitive groups of men. 


I believe that the usefulness of our 
foreign service personnel has already been 
jeopardized by the work of this commit- 
tee—both directly by attacks on irreplace- 
able personnel, and indirectly by impairing 
the confidence of the nation and our for- 
eign allies in our State Department and by 
instituting a reign of terror among our 
foreign service personnel. 

It is a fact that almost all the few men 


with outstanding experience and knowl- 


edge of China have already either been 
eliminated from the Department of State 
or are working in other parts of the world, 
in the hope of keeping them out of the 
line of fire of a bitterly partisan political 
fight and out of range of the venom of 
men who are determined to find evil where 
none exists. 

We have reached a point of general in- 
timidation at which our diplomatic repre- 
sentatives must feel under great pressure 
to report back to Washington only what it 
is safe to report, and make only those pol- 
icy recommendations that they feel sure 
will not result in political attacks on their 
careers. 


China Lobby’s Booby Traps 


The anger of the American people will 
be great, Senators, if the political report- 
ing of the State Department degenerates 
because of political persecution, intimida- 
tion and the demand that the China Lobby 
be empowered to lay down a line to the 
State Department. 

What booby traps is the China Lobby 
laying on the road ahead of us? 

Some, including Chiang’s refugee govy- 
ernment and the China Lobby, want to 
involve us in a war with Russia on the 
mainland of China, the sooner the better. 

We are completely dependent on the 
validity of our information, the skill with 
which we analyze the information, and the 
ability not only of our diplomats but of 
our non-government, academic and private 


* research students and analysts. 


Our observers must be allowed to report 
the facts as they see them, without the 
fear that their motives will be miscon- 
strued if they tell the truth. 

We must know the facts favorable to 
our enemy as well as those that we like. 


So People May Understand 


Of equal importance, we must have the 
views and opinions of all who have any 
special competence. 

Their views must be freely stated and 
stoutly maintained, so that those who have 
the ultimate decisions to make may have 
the fullest choice of various alternatives 
and so that the people may understand the 
issues at stake. 

We cannot, of course, entrust our des- 
tiny in any way to those whose first alle- 


_ giance is to a foreign loyalty, whether that 


be the Soviet Union, Communist China, 
Chiang’s Formosa or Franco’s Spain. 

But we must be ever alert to encourage, 
and not to destroy, freedom for the vigor- 
ous expression of views, even of wron 
views, and freedom for our private institu- 
tions, as well as our official personnel, to 
make contributions to formation of policy 
and determination of our destiny.

Between Book-Ends 


Crisis of Middle Age 
THE MENOPAUSE, by Lena Levine, M.D. and Beka 

Doherty. (Random House, $2.75.) 

Technological and social progress of the 
last 50 years have provided the means 
whereby we can be born with greater 
safety, escape the hazards of infectious 
diseases, nourish our bodies with properly 
balanced diets and avoid the dangers of 
undernutrition and malnutrition. The ex- 
pected age of survival has gradually 
lengthened. The solution of a few prob- 
lems of health and survival have left many 
unsolved problems which are less dramatic 
but none the less important. Men and 
women are increasingly concerned with the 
problems of ageing. The individual now 
wants to know how to grow older safely 
and gracefully. 

The book under review is concerned 
with a particular facet of ageing as it 
applies to the female of the species. The 
menopause which means the cessation of 
rhythmical menstruation ushers in a period 
called the climacteric during which pro- 
found physiological changes take place. 
There are associated emotional and nerv- 
ous changes of varying degree. The cli- 
macteric is often considered a distinctly 
abnormal phase in the life of a woman. 
It is in reality no more abnormal than the 
onset of menses and the physiological and 
psychological alterations of puberty. 

Dr. Lena Levine with assistance of Beka 
Doherty has written this little book with 
the idea of explaining to the lay woman 
the nature of the menopause and the 
means of meeting the problems that it 
presents. The superstitions and “old 
wives tales” relating to the menopause are 
related and deflated. They have attempted 
to present reasonable scientific explana- 
tions for the symptoms of the menopause, 
drawing freely on case reports. The latter 
for emphasis are perhaps overly dramatic 
but illustrate the problems that can arise. 


The reader should not search this book 
for an answer to her individual problem. 
It should be considered as an explanation 
of the menopause. It is not a “Doctor 
book.” The problems of menopause are 
individual and cannot be generalized or 
over-simplified. They can best be settled 
by the woman and her physician.

Need Plenty of Horses. 


UST what does it take to run 
Jot a successful race meet- 
ing, one which has an aver- 
age mutuel handle of - better 
than $250,000 a day? Well, 
there must be owners; there 
must be trainers and above all 
there must be horses. 

For a starter during the 32- 
days-and-nights of the spring 
meeting at Fairmount,-a total 
of 241 owners collected $100 or 
more (not counting fourth 
money) with Mrs. Tom Pruett 
far ahead of all rivals with win- 
nings of $7725. 

There were 164 trainers who 
saddled horses which finished 
in the money, but 31 of these 
who never saw their colors in 
the winner’s circle. 

And of the 72 jockeys who 
appeared under colors 49 had at 
least one winner. 

Now for the horses. Statistics 
for the meeting show that a 
total of 704 thoroughbreds 
from the ages of two years to 
12 years went to the post. Of 
this total 242 or 34 per cent 
never finished in the money in 
two or more starts. There were 
nine horses at the track which 
went to the post seven times 
without getting a share of the 
-purse. These were Mr. Micaw- 
ber, The Flier, Time-Sabu, 
Cavalera’s Kid, Dusty Days, 
Dusky Bride, Flying Sandy, 
Jack Oldham and L’s Sister. 

Horses in the four-year-old 
bracket went to the post 663 
times at the meeting and gained 
65 firsts, 61 seconds and 63 
thirds to pace those of other 
divisions in the number of 
times in the money. Three year 
olds were next with 514 starts 
with 53 firsts, which is a better 
average than that made by the 
four year olds. 

Not Too Old to Win. 

HERE always has been talk 
T inet the Fairmount track is 

loaded with old horses. How- 
ever this does not appear to be 
true according to the figures. 
These show that there are 14 in 
the 10-year-old group, five are 
11 years old and there are three 
12-year-olds, which according to 
Illinois Racing Board rules are 
making their final appearances 
on Illinois tracks. 


These old-timers have not done 
too badly, since in 96 trips to 
the post they have scored 13 
firsts, five seconds and 10 
thirds.

HELSINKI, July 28 (UP)—The 
United States basketball team de- 
feated Russia, 86-58, and Ameri- 
cans scored a 1-2-3 sweep in the 
Olympic men’s springboard dive 
today. 


The basketball game was the 
“big game” of the tournament, 
for the United States is defend- 
ing champion and Russia is 
European champion. With seven- 
foot Bob Kurland of Bartlesville, 
Okla., former St. Louis county 
athlete, leading the way the 
Yanks soared to a 39-22 halftime 
lead and kept up the pace in the 
second period. 


At the same time, Skip Brown- 
ing of Dallas, Tex., grabbed the 
springboard diving title and 
Uncle Sam made it a sweep when 
Miller Anderson of Cincinnati 
took second and Bob Clothworthy 
of Ohio State won third. Ander- 
son had finished second in the 
1948 games at London. 


The basketball game was played 
in a calm after a.storm. The pre- 
ceding game, between Uruguay 
and France, ended in a near-riot.

He called the consequences 
“most dire” and bitterly assailed 
their “rank negligence ... indif- 
ference ... utter disregard of 
public safety.” 

Streit’s criticism of state and 
Veteran Administration mental 
experts came as he received a 
first-degree murder indictment 
against Bayard Peakes in the 
Columbia University killing of a 
young stenographer. 

Peakes, if convicted, would die 
in the electric chair. However, 
his attorney entered a plea of not 
guilty by reason of insanity as 
the tall, cropped-haired defendant 
looked around. the - coyrtroom. 
Then Peakes was taken back to 
Bellevue hospital. 

Streit berated the state and the 
Veterans’ Administration for 
foisting “dangerous maniacs on 
the public with the most dire 
consequences.” He called their 
regulations “wholly inadequate to 
safeguard the welfare of the pub- 
lic.” 

Judge Streit advocated that 
courts of law ride herd on men- 
tal institutions and give the last 
word on whether or not to release 
any mental patient. 

Better. Streit argued, to con- 
fine 100 harmless lunatics than 
to release one dangerous maniac 
to assault and murder. 

He blamed the officials who let 
Peakes run loose for the killing 
of 18-year-old Eileen Fahey 
July 14. 

The stenographer happened to 
be the first person Peakes met 
when he invaded Columbia’s cam- 
pus to avenge himself because his 
weird theories on eternal life 
were not taken seriously.

EMERGENCY AIRCRAFT 
TRAFFIC RULES POSTED 


Concern Civilian and Non- 
Tactical Military Planes 
in Enemy Attack. 


WASHINGTON, July 28 (AP)— 
The Pentagon and the Commerce 
Department today posted traffic 
rules governing civilian and non- 
tactical military aircraft during 
a military emergency, such as 
enemy air attack. 


Their purpose is to keep the 
nation’s air defenses—the iden- 
tification and interception of 
enemy craft—at peak efficiency 
during a military emergency and 
still allow “maximum” operation 
of non-tactical aircraft. 


The rules were adopted by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and ap- 
proved by Secretary of. Defense 
Robert A. Lovett and Secretary 
of Commerce Charles Sawyer. 


They establish three general 
“warning” classifications, with 
rules governing civilian and non- 
tactical military aircraft under 
each general condition. 


“Warning white” goes into ef- 
fae , with the 
declaration of a military emer- 
gency. It requires most planes 
entering, departing or proceed- 
ing within an “air defense iden- 
tification zone” to carry two-way 
radios and follow mandatory 
flight plans. Such zones run 
along the east and west ‘coasts, 
the northern border and over 
atomic energy installations. 


“Warning red” means “air at- 
tack imminent.” All traffic will 
be grounded except for planes 
co-ordinated with air defense 
commanders. 


During “warning yellow,” offi- 
cials of the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration may impose rules of 
warnings “red” or “white,” de- 
pending on local situations and 
air commanders’ requirements.

Harry Lundeberg, head of the 
AFL Sailors’ Union of the Pacific, 
said the first of 100 idle ships 
would sail tonight if the settle- 
ment is okayed. Voting was set 
for 1 p.m. (3 p.m. St. Louis time) 
by union locals in Los Angeles, 
Portland, San Francisco and 
Seattle. 

The union’s negotiating commit- 
tee indorsed the agreement unani- 
mously. Lundeberg said its ac- 
ceptance by the membership ap- 
peared to be certain. 

The sailors had permitted ves- 
sels with military cargo and some 
shipments for Alaska and Hawaii 
to sail. The strike began May 26. 

Union representatives accepted 
the 5 per cent boost they origi- 
nally asked for, plus overtime 
benefits and a shorter work week 
at sea. During negotiations, the 
sailors increased their pay demand 
to 11 per cent; the Pacific Mari- 
time Association offered 242 per 
cent. 

Ship owners and the union 
agreed to apply jointly to the 
Wage Stabilization Board for ap- 
proval of the pay boosts. 

The old contract provided a 48- 
hour work week at sea. Under 
the new one, watch standers 
would work 40 hours, with $1.63 
penalty pay for additional hours. 

Former basic pay was $235.50 
and $273 a month for ordinary 
and able-bodied. seamen, respec- 
tively. 


WIFE OF INCURABLE 
BURGLAR ADMITS 
HELPING HIM STEAL 


BUTLER, Pa., July 28 (UP)— 
State police announced today that 
Mrs. Roberta Wright, widow of a 
confirmed burglar who killed 
himself because a brain operation 
failed to cure his urge to steal, 
has admitted joining him in his 
last crime tour. 

Officers said Mrs. Wright, whose 
husband, Millard, 42 years old, 
was arrested six weeks ago, when 
it was found he was again steal- 
ing after having been believed to 
be “going straight,” admitted aid- 
ing him in more than 20 burglar- 
ies in four states. 

Police said Mrs. Wright has 
been charged with 22. direct 
counts of burglary. 

It was in 1947 that Wright vol- 
unteered to undergo brain sur- 
gery. For the next two years, 
Wright was a model prisoner and 
obtained his release with the aid 
of doctors, clergymen and social 
workers. Before slashing his arm 
with a broken lens from his spec- 
tacles, he wrote them a note beg- 
ging forgiveness and saying, “I 
die in sincere sorrow.”

Disregard of People, Moral Code 
Swept Callous Farouk Into Exile 


Early Cheers Turned to Jeers as Intrigue and 


Corruption Grew, 


and Private Life 


Became Public Scandal. 


By HAROLD GUARD 


LONDON, July 28 (UP) 
Egyptians cheered when King Fa- 
rouk was born in 1920. They 
cheered when, young and hand- 
some, he succeeded to the throne 
in 1936. But the cheers had 
changed to anger when on Satur- 
day he was thrown out of his 
country. 

The chubby baby, the slim young 
prince, had turned into a fat, 
balding, gluttonous man, ringed 
with intrigue and_ corruption, 
whose dark glasses are popularly 
supposed to hide an eye injury 
administered by the fist of an out- 
raged husband. 

“Farouk the incredible,” 
former confidant here called him 
today, adding that he had nobody 
to blame but himself for the loss 
of his throne. 

Monarch of Gossip and Rumor. 

He was born to glamour and 
vast wealth. He had enormous 
luxurious palaces. He was the 
largest landowner in Egypt. In 
past years Egyptians almost re- 
vered him. His abdication found 
him stripped of his popularity— 
but still immensely wealthy, with 
millions of dollars cached abroad 
long before in anticipation of his 
overthrow. 

British military men with long 
service in Egypt talk of Farouk 
as the king who came’ straight 
down from the Arabian Nights. 

He became the monarch of gos- 
sip and rumor. His private life 
during the last years of his reign 
became a public scandal, even in 
Egypt where masculine morality 
does not rate very high. 

British officers tell tales of the 
half-way house along the desert 
road between Cairo and Alex- 
andria which was the rendezvous 
for amorous sheiks. Farouk was 
a frequent visitor there during 
the war years and many of the 
resident beauties proudly claimed 
the honor of*a more than inti- 
mate acquaintance with the mon- 
arch, the British soldiers said. 

Story of Irate Briton. 

The soldiers’ version is that 
Farouk wore dark glasses be- 
cause one.of his eyes had been 
damaged by an irate British of- 
ficer who was suspicious of the 
royal intentions ‘oward his wife. 
Another version was that a court 
favorite bopped the king because 
of similar suspicions. 

Psychologists had their theories 
about Farouk as a.man with a 
subconscious grievance because 
he had been overwhelmed in his 
family life by women. 

He had four sisters, all of ex- 
ceptional beauty, and a half sis- 
ter. He had three daughters by 
his first wife Farida Zulfikar 


,whom he married in January 1938, 


_._|when she was 16 years old. 


Egypt called it a love match. 

The young coupie stood for the 
youth of modern Egypt. They 
drove about in a high powered 
sports automobile, freely and 
gaily. 
' But Farida produced no heir— 
‘only three daughters—and Fa- 
rouk’s grievance grew to marital 
disaster ending in divorce in No- 
vember 1948. 

King Took Another’s Financee. 

Meanwhile Farouk had sought 
solace morer frequently in other 
feminine company, including his 
court dancers. . 

Then came the rumbles of 
mount#ng discontent and angry 
criticism throughout the land. 
Farouk was advised that he must 
produce an heir and he set: his 
sights on another 16-year-old— 
Narriman Sadek, the fiancee of 
an Egyptian diplomat. 


For months Egyptian censorship 
shrouded the story of how Farouk 
took Narriman from her sweet- 
heart. Eventually, however, the 
reports were established and Nar- 
riman became Farouk’s queen in 
May 1951. ; 

There was great rejoicing when 
she produced an heir, Prince 
Ahmed Fuad, on Jan. 16, 1952. 

But Farouk continued to enjoy 
the luxurious mode of life which 
had earned him notoriety. No 
longer was he able to drive freely 
and gaily in the streets with his 
queen. Instead he was whisked 
through empty streets heavily 
lined by police and sometimes 
troops in the midst of a Holly- 
woodish cavalcade of scarlet jeeps 
and dozens of motorcylists with 
Sten guns strapped to their backs. 


Graft Stirred Resentment. 

Rampant corruption in _ his 
courts aroused deep resentment 
among Egyptian patriots in all 
classes, particularly the army. 

For a time Frouk succeeded in 
diverting public wrath by lend- 
ing his support to nationalist de- 
mands for the evacuation of Brit- 
ish troops from the Suez Canal 
zone and unification of the Nile 
valley. 

However, it became clear that 
he had not the charaeter to resist 
the tempations of corruption and 
Oriental voluptuousness in his 
court. Things came to a head 
last week when he refused to ac- 
cept Gen. Mohammed Naguib as 
Minister of War and appointed 
his own brother-in-law to the 
post. 

Then came a storm of discon- 
tent which rocked Farouk right 
off his throne. Naguib himself 
gave Farouk his marching orders 
and Farouk sailed away into exile.

She was identified as Mrs. Ma- 
rie Elizabeth Westbrook Capel- 
laro, daughter of Mrs. Bessie Ma- 
chris of Los Angeles, Calif., and 
wife of Emilio Capellaro, an Ital- 
ian banker.

Before that she put in 12 years with her husband 
in the diplomatic service entertaining in such wide- 


ly different places as Constantinople, Copenhagen, | 


South Africa, Algiers and Belfast. 
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ELIZABETH STEVENSON, a socially prominent 
post-debutante, married Ernest L. Ives in Naples. 
He was then serving as first secretary at the 
United States embassy in Constantinople. 

Cosmopolitan, intelligent gand adaptable, Mrs. 
Ives herself says she would be “White House hos- 
tess or White House chambermaid or anything 
else” if it would take some of the burden of office 
from her-brother’s shoulders. 

She says her husband is agreeable to the ar- 
rangement “because he adores Adlai and knows 
how hard he works and how he needs someone to 
help out with these details.” 
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ORDINARILY the Ives family home Is in Bloom- 
ington, Ill., in winter and Southern Pines, N.C., in 
summer. On their 110-acre South Carolina farm 
the couple experiments with the growing of cotton 
and tobacco. 

Their only son, 24-year-old Timothy, is training 
to be a jet pilot at Bryan Field in Texas, just out- 
side of Dallas. He is unmarried and attended the 
University of Virginia for four years before enter- 
ing the service. 

Mrs. Ives, a most determined woman, journeyed 
more than 6000. miles from Constantinople when 
Timothy was born so that he might first see the 
light of day in the United States—and this in pre- 
trans-Atlantic luxury plane days. 
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THE GOVERNOR and his sister have always 
been extraordinarily close and resemble each other 
physicully a great deal. 

She has his complete confidence and has been 
predicting for weeks that he would make a “mag- 
nificent”” President if elected. 

Most of the political strategy conferences on his 
candidacy were conducted last week in the seven- 
room Chicago apartment she and her husband 
borrowed from a lawyer friend for the convention. 

Mrs. Ives’ hospitality is famous for including 
people who are interesting and important instead 
of the list of social “musts” to which each official 
hostess falls heir when she takes over a job. 
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ALTHOUGH SOMEWHAT ALOOF in manner, 
she is warm-hearted. and generous with friends. 
Her voice is deep and rich and her sense of humor 
occasionally belies her very dignified manner. 

She knows the job of White House hostess, if 
her brother should be elected, would be a tough 
one.

Detinitions of Time 
By Frances Ilg, M.D., and Louise Ames, Ph. D. 


Of the Gesell Institute of Child Development. . 


66 H OW do you define the word ‘time’?” we ask our teen- 
agers. 

This is, obviously, one of the simplest and easiest 
ways to find out what a person thinks or knows about a sub- 
ject. Just ask him. Of course, in some matters a person’s an- 
swers might be guarded. He may not tell you exactly what he 
thinks. But so far as a definition of “time” goes, most people 
probably do not hold much back. They tell you quite frankly 
what they think. 

And so, by his definition of this word, the growing boy 
or girl shows you how his intellectual appreciation of the con- 
cept of time is developing. 
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BUT HE SHOWS YOU more than this. As the individual 
grows up, he goes through ages of equilibrium and ages of 
disequilibrium, static ages and active ages. And the kind of 
behavior which characterizes any given age influences much 
that the child does, and even to some extent much that he 
thinks and feels. 

This is a new idea to many people, though it is something 
that anyone familiar with the developmental point of view 
has long known. 

- For instance, six is an expansive outgoing age. And so the 
6-year-old child if he has a quarrel with his friends is apt 
to stand his ground and fight things out. Seven is a more 
withdrawn age, and the 7-year-old, if in trouble with his 
friends, walks out on them or just retreats to the safety* of 
home. 

And even the way the person defines a word, surprising 
as this may seem, may be influenced by his age level. 

Thus the 10-year-old, who is typically clear-cut, factual 
steady, merely defines time in terms of the clock: “Something 
the clock tells.” : 

- ae 

AT 11, AS ACTIVE AN AGE as you could wish for, the 
child typically defines “‘time” actively: “The passing of days, 
hours, minutes.” 

Twelve-year-olds show a great variety and shapelessness 
in their answers, which vary tremendously from child to child. 

Thirteen is a static or precise age. The 13-year-old quite 
typically withdraws quietly from the world at large and takes 
part in general activities less than at surrounding ages. He 
defines “time” statically too, as ‘a period or interval” (a pre- 
cise answer). 

Fourteen is again an active age, as you well know if you 
have a 14-year-old on the premises. And fourteen defines 
“time” actively too: “Hours and days that go by.” 

And once again at 15, which is like 13 a somewhat more 
static age, the definition is again static: “A space,” or “a lapse.” 

And so you see, even the child’s intellectual abilities are 
influenced by his age and growth stage. The more we know 
about these growth stages, the more we respect the really re- 
markable, and patterned, unfolding which though it must al- 
ways take place in an environmental setting. And though it 
takes place best in a favorable environment, it is determined 
largely by inner, intrinsic, factors.

Unborn Child

LD WIVES’ tales die hard,

cerned with childbirth. Lost 
in antiquity xs the origin of the 
fable that a pregnant mother can 
“mark” her unborn child by look- 
ing upon somé taboo thing, ex- 
periencing some extraordinary ad- 
venture or thinking certain 
thoughts. 

Ancient doctors may have be- 
lieved this, but modern medicine 
debunked the folklore long ago. 
I suppose it is kept alive by un- 
informed mothers passing it 
along to daughters who remain 
equally uninformed and, in turn, 
pass it along to their own daugh- 


ters, 
- * * 

MRS. Q. WRITES: “My little 
girl was born last month with a 
strawberry-colored birthmark on 
the back of her neck. Some of 
the women in the neighborhood 
say this is because I was canning 
strawberries over a period of sev- 
erdl weeks while I was carrying 
her. What’s the truth, Dr. Po- 
penoe?” 

Here’s the truth, Mrs. Q.: No, 
a woman cannot mark her child 
in the fashion you describe. Many 
children are born with a sort of 
birthmark on the backs of their 
necks. It is known technically as 
Naevus Unna, after Dr. Unna, the 
German dermatologist. Some- 
times it is large, sometimes small. 

This old tale takes numerous 
forms: One has it that a mother 
can influence her unborn child to 
lead a saintly life by thinking only 
pious thoughts during her preg- 
nancy. Such thinking is greatly 
to be desired, but there is no evi- 
dence that it accomplishes any- 
thing except for the mother. How 
the mother rears her child after 
birth is far more important. 

* * 

IN THE HEALTH SECTION of 
a magazine, this letter (para- 
phrased) appeared: “Since my 
birth, my body has been covered 
with scales strikingly resembling 
the scales of a fish. My brother 
and sister are similarly but less 
seriously afflicted. My mother 
believes she marked me by crave 
ing fish and preferring to clean 
them herself.” 

This is doubtless a common 
skin disease called ichthyosis, us- 
ually hereditary. The children 
would have had it even though 
their mother could not abide sea- 
foods and never thought of fish. 

As soon as a child starts to de- 
velop within the mother, it draws 
nothing from its mother but nour- 
ishment. All the elements that 
it is possible for the child to in- 
herit are already within it. Noth- 
ing that the mother sees, does, 
says or thinks will alter this in 
any way.

HERE were two excellent 
T ways of making the slam in 

today’s deal, but the declarer 
missed both of them. 
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North East

South felt that North’s dia- 
monds would be just as valuable 
in a no-trump contract as with 
diamonds trump, in which he was 
right, as it happened. 

West opened the club queen. 
This was won in dummy, and 
East wisely discarded a heart, 
keeping his length in the spade 
and diamond _ suits. Declarer 
cashed the spade jack and led to 
his spade queen—East of course 
covering dummy’s eight —and 
when the spade situation was dis- 
closed, South swung over to the 
diamond suit, cashing the king. 
When the bad news there came to 


South West 


- light, South disgustedly cashed in 


all his high-card tricks, and con- 
ceded a one-trick defeat. 

This concession was somewhat 
too magnanimous—to put it mild- 
ly. The hand was “iced,” with 
proper management. East’s 5-5-3 
distribution had been revealed al- 
most at the start, so it was up to 
South to capitalize that knowl- 


edge. He could do so in either of 


these ways: 

After cashing the diamond 
king, South could merely lay 
down the club ace and the heart 
ace. East could not afford a 
spade or a diamond discard on 
the club ace, and so would have 
to surrender another heart: then 
the heart ace would void him in 
that suit. Now South could sim- 
ply cash the remaining spade 
honors, then throw East in with 
a spade and force a diamond re- 
turn from the 10-8-6-3 up to 
dummy’s A-Q-J-9. 

The second method would be 
just as easy. After seeing the 
breaks, South could simply lead 
a low heart, away from the ace, 
conceding a trick then and there 
and “rectifying the count” for a 
spade-diamond squeeze against 
East. Then, when South cashed 
his heart and club aces, East 
would have to throw in the 
sponge.

NY person who unconditionally guarantees to cure you of 
A» disease or physical affliction is dishonest and a faker, 

regardless of what kind of doctor he professes to be. 
You can be sure you will be defrauded of your money and 
you may even be physically injured if he requires advance 
payment of some large sum before he guarantees a cure. 
The following true story illustrates this: 

A young woman just out of college, consulted her doctor 
about a faint mustache on her upper lip. She was sensitive 
about it. 

She wouldn’t have a thorough glandular study because 
her doctor truthfully couldn’t guarantee such a study would 
show up the cause ef the trouble or make effective treatment 
possible. He advised her either to bleach the hair with hydro- 
gen peroxide or shave it. (Contrary to popular opinion, shav- 
ing does not stimulate hair growth.)

UNWILLING to accept these sensible suggestions, any 
more than she would allow a thorough examination, she went 
to a quack down the street. He guaranteed a cure for $500 
—paid in advance! He first used an irritating depilatory—a 
chemical hair remover. This caused her pain and irritation, 
but wasn’t a cure. 

After three months, he gave her a poisonous ointment for 
her upper lip. This produced severe nerve pains from neuritis 
and spots of scalp baldness. And the charlatan still continued 
the treatments. 

Two years after paying $500 for a cure and receiving 
nothing but pain and further unpleasant symptoms, she re- 
turned to her own doctor. She now had a cancer of the lip. 
Such cancers can develop from prolonged irritation by cer- 
tain chemicals. ;

IF YOU would save your skin or your very life, as well 
as your money, stay away from those who pretend a sure 
knowledge of cures. You can spot them by their guarantees 
and demands for advance payments. -Reliable doctors of medi- 
cine do not guarantee sure cures. 

The reason no reputable medical doctors can guarantee 
cures is that every human being responds differently to dis- 
ease and treatment. What relieves one person may have no 
effect on another. Because people are living beings, not 
machines, their responses to disease and treatment aren't en- 
tirely predictable. 

For instance, in as simple a disease as appendicitis, al- 
though 999 recover easily from early surgical removal, one 
in 1000 does not. When a doctor refuses to guarantee posi- 
tively a recovery from any disease, he has in mind the occa- 
sional unexpected happening.

They don’t care about your "

CLIMAX of some sort was 
A capped when, in the midst of 

the Stevenson for President 
boom, a biographer approached 
the Governor and announced that 
he was going to write a book 
about him. Stevenson’s poise, as 
usual, was equal to the occasion. 

“I don’t see how you're going 
to do it,” he said. “My life has 
been hopelessly undramatic. I 
wasn’t born in a log cabin. I didn’t 
work my way through school nor 
did I rise from rags to riches, 
and there’s no use trying to pre- 
tend I did. I don’t claim to be 
a simple barefoot La Salle street 
lawyer. You might be able to 
write about some of my ances- 
tors.” 

Adlai Stevenson’s belief that 
his ancestors might provide ma- 
terial for a book is amply. justi- 
fied; so amply, indeed, that the 
book would have to be in several 
volumes, starting with early col- 
onial America. A better starting 
point might be the Governor's 
great-grandfather on his mother’s 
side, Jesse W. Fell. Fell was a 
peripatetic Quaker who, starting 
out on foot at 20 from New Gar- 
den, Chester County, Pa., soon 
covered enough ground to provide 
material for a pocket-sized atlas 
as well as a history of his era, 
instead of just a bedroom por- 
trait. 

After pausing for a year in 
what was then Wheeling, Va., to 
run an Abolitionist newspaper, 
and for two more in Steuben; 
ville, O., to take a law degree, 
Fell wandered into Illinois where, 
having inspected various towns, 
he lit in Bloomington, which has 
been the citadel of his descend- 
ants ever since. In Bloomington, 
Fell augmented his income from 
the law by numerous sidelines. 
These included real estate, poli- 
tics, education and botany, which 
he practiced after the fashion of 
Johnny Appleseed, for whom he 
may indeed have been a model. 

In the course of his law prac- 
tice in Bloomington, Fell found 
himself obligated, in the winter 
of 1834-35, to go to Vandalia, 
then the state capital. In Van- 
dalia he lived in a boarding house 
at which one of the other guests 
was a young member of the Gen- 
eral Assembly whose name was 
Abraham Lircoln. 

Friendship between Fell and 
Lincoln ripened rapidly. By 1854, 
when Senator Stephen Douglas 
came to Bloomington to make a 
speech, it was characteristic of 
Fell to suggest that he share the 
platform with the then obscure 
Emancipator. Douglas declined the 
invitation, but took a raincheck. 
Four years later, when Lincoln 
was running for the Senate, he 
accepted. it, in what developed 
into the famous series of Lincoln- 
Douglas debates, which lead 
eventually. to Lincoln’s nomina- 
tion for the presidency. 

Lincoln’s nomination was not 
his only debt to Fell, Like Ste- 
venson in early 1952, Lincoln, in 
1858, was still unknown to the 
rest of the country, especially 
the East. Fell pestered him to 
remedy this situation by writing 
an autobiography, which Lincoln 
eventually dashed off in three 
pages. As the first, shortest and 
most authentic of-the several hun- 
dred lives of Lincoln later com- 
posed, as well as the only one 
in the subject’s own handwriting, 
this biography, of which Lincoln 
gave Fell the only copy, served 
its immediate purpose of helping 
him win the campaign of 1860. 
The autobiography is now in the 
Library of Congress, a gift of the 
Stevenson family.

UCH of the data about Jesse 

W. Fell is included in a book 

by another ancestor. This was 
the first Adlai Ewing Stevenson, 
nicknamed “the Headsman,” 
whose son married Fell’s grand- 
daughter, Helen Davis. Although 
he was Fell’s junior by almost a 
generation, Stevenson was well 
acquainted with both Fell and 
Lincoln and recorded some of 
their doings in his book of mem- 
oirs. 

The first Adlai Stevenson got 
his nickname for lopping no few- 
er than 40,000 Republican post- 
masters off the federal payroll 
when, having served two credit- 
able terms in Congress, he was 
appointed Assistant Postmaster 
General by Grover Cleveland in 
1884, Since the Republicans had 
been in power ever since the Civil 
War and were almost as long 
overdue for a thorough pruning 
as the Truman Administration is 
sometimes thought to be at pres- 
ent, Adlai Stevenson’s mass sev- 
erances are readily understand- 
able although, save on grounds 
of economy, they might seem un- 
justifiable to his grandson, an 
advocate of civil service and the 
merit system for government gm- 
ployes. To Cleveland they seemed 
not only justifiable but praise- 
worthy. Adlai Stevenson was re- 
warded, in addition to his nick- 
name, with the vice-presidency in 
1892, when Cleveland got elected

for the second time. 

The rendezvous with history of 
Lewis Green Stevenson, father of 
Adlai II and son of Adlai I, was 
delayed by tuberculosis of a 
shoulder bone, in consequence of 
a youthful shooting accident. Be- 
fore his marriage to Jesse Fell’s 
granddaughter, Helen Louise Da- 
vis, whose father owned the 
Bloomington “Pantagraph,” young 
Stevenson went to China and Ja- 
pan to cover the war in which 
Japan acquired Korea, starting 
the still widening spiral of misery 
for that nation, 

After the war, he and his wife 
and their infant daughter went to 
Arizona for the climate. Also in 
Arizona, for different reasons, was 
Mrs. Phoebe Apperson Hearst, 
who had inherited several gold 
and copper mines from her hus- 
band, Senator George Hearst, 
father of the late William Ran- 
dolph. Senatdr Hearst had been 
a great Washington friend of 
Adlai Stevenson I. His widow 
hastened to befriend the latter’s 
son, by hiring him to manage her 


mines. 
A private secretary in the cam- 

paign of the fall of 1900, 
Lewis Stevenson returned to 
Bloomington and directed his 
managerial talents first to agri- 
culture, as represented by 49 
farms comprising 12,000 acres in 
Illinois, Indiana and Iowa, and 
then into politics, as represented 
by his father’s gubernatorial cam- 
paign of 1908. His own first pub- 
lic office was that of Secretary 
of State of Illinois, in 1914. In 
the World War that started that 
year he conducted special inves- 
tigations mostly relating to coal 
and fuel supplies for the Navy 
Department under an appointment 
by President Wilson. His own 
contacts with the presidency were 
tangential. They occurred in 1924 
when, as a delegate to the mara- 
thon Democratic convention which 
chose John W. Davis, he nomi- 
nated David F. Houston, and in 
1928, when he himself was widely 
mentioned as possible running 
mate for Al Smith. 

The only task more onerous 
than really tracing the history of 
Adlai Stevenson II might be trac- 
ing that of his children, since this 
would also involve the family tree 
of the Governor’s former wife. 
The branch of the Borden clan 
to which Mrs. Stevenson belongs 
is not, as has been frequently as- 
serted, the one that founded the 
milk company, but the Bordens 
may also have enough other con- 
nections with history to outclass 
the Stevensons, as a single case 
in point may adequately show. 


Mrs. Stevenson’s aunt is Mary 
Borden, a novelist now resident 
in England, whose novel, “You 
the Jury,” about the trial of 
Christ, is a Book of the Month 
Club choice in both England and 
the United States. Mary Borden 
lives in England because she is 
married to Sir Louis Spears, re- 
nowned there as a _ diplomat,

Spears wears on his watch 
chain a little heraldic lion, in a 
reclining posture. This lion was 
given to one of his ancestors by 
the Black Prince at the Battle of 
Poitiers in 1356. When the French 
Knights charged in that highly 
decisive engagement, Irish swords- 
men lying in long grass in front 
of the British bowmen rose up 
suddenly to hamstring the French 
horses as they charged over them. 
The “lion couchant” was one of 
four which the Prince, resting 
after> the. battle, impulsively 
wrenched off the knuckles of his 
left gauntlet and tossed to the 
captains who had _ contributed 
most to his victory as mementoes 
of their crucial feat. The lions 
on the Prince’s right gauntlet are 
still attached to it and on display 
in the Tower of London, along 
with the rest of the famous armor 
he wore that day.

become at least a part-time first 
lady in case Stevenson takes up 
residence in the White House, is 
a vivacious brunette, whose social 
background might make her, too, 
unusually well-qualified for such 
a locale. Two and a half years 
older than the Governor, she 
made her debut in Washington in 
1918. Her marriage to Ernest 
Ives, a member of a propertied 
Virginia family, who was then a 
career foreign service officer, 
took place in Italy the next year, 
and her presentation at the Court 
of St. James in 1931. 

The Iveses, when not in Spring- 
field, spend most of their time at 
Southern Pines, N.C., where they 
have a farm, or at the old Steven- 
son family house on Washington 
street in Bloomington, 60 miles 
north of Springfield. When the 
Iveses are not in Springfield, the 
Governor and William McCormick 
Blair Jr., one of his administra- 
tive assistants, are-the only full- 
time occupants of the Executive 
Mansion which, however, is 
usually quite densely populated 
by an ample non-resident staff 
and by a constant stream of visit- 
ors, official and otherwise. 

The Governor arises at 7:30 
every morning and breakfasts at 
8:30 sharp, on bacon and eggs, 
codfish balls, or some other sub- 
stantial dish. Whether or not 
guests are present, breakfast con- 
versation is sparse. The Governor 
eats with one hand only, using the 
other hand and both eyes to run 
through the Chicago Tribune and 
Sun-Times, and Springfield’s Illi- 
nois State Journal. At nine or a 
minute or two thereafter, he 
pushes his chair back and goes 
downstairs to work. 

The walls of the Governor's 
office are hung, and its furnish- 
ings embellished, with family por- 
traits, photographs and memen- 
toes. Stevenson’s desk, under two 
windows at the end of the room, 
fronts a long conference table of 
which one end is contiguous with 
it in T-formation. A door on the 
Governor’s right leads into a 
smaller room where his two sec- 
retaries, Miss Carol Evans and 
Mrs. Margaret Munn, have their 
desks. Artie, his Dalmatian, usual- 
ly lies under the latter desk, with 
his tail sticking out in a fashion 
that sometimes alarms shortsight- 
ed visitors who mistake it for 
some sort of speckled snake. 

Stevenson himself usually works 
straight through the day, some- 
times lunching from a tray at his 
desk but more often going up- 
stairs to the smaller of the two 
dining rooms with his administra- 
tive assistants or whatever visitors 
are present. About 6:30 in the 
afternoon he quits his desk in 
time for a rather hasty “bourbon 
toddy” before dinner, which takes 
place at seven or very soon there- 
after. “‘Bourbon toddy” is whiskey 
and water with ice and a little 
sugar.

URING his years in private 
Drecai practice the Governor 

fell into the habit of doing a 
good deal of work at night, when 
he and his wife were not enter- 
taining or dining With friends. 


‘Mrs. Stevenson now lives either 


in her Chicago apartment or in 
weekend quarters near the house 
at Libertyville which the Governor 
still owns and now rents to his 
friend, Marshall Field Jr., the 
publisher of the Sun-Times. The 
Stevenson’s two older boys, Adlai 
Il] and Borden, are at Harvard, in 
their senior and freshman years 
respectively. (Editor’s note: Ad- 
lai III now is attending Marine 
officer’s training camp.) Their 
15-year-old brother, John Fell, 
is at nearby Milton Academy. 

The Governor has a high, slight- 
ly freckled forehead, on which 
the hair line has been in slow 
retreat for some years; bright 
blue eyes, for which he wears 
horn-rimmed glasses when read- 
ing; a mobile, sensitive mouth 
and a slightly acquiline nose 
which is off center to the left as 
the result of three fractures dur- 
ing an exceptionally embattled 
boyhood. He usually carries his 
head slightly forward, listens in- 
tently when someone is talking to 
him and speaks in a low-keyed 
but resonant voice, choosing his 
words adroitly and using a con- 
siderable range of tempo and 
modulation to accentuate shades 
of meaning. 

While not by any means ah 
English or even a Rooseveltian 
New York accent—the Governor 
often said “accrost” for “across” 
and indulges in several other re- 
gional eccentricities—Stevenson’s 
speech, influenced by family pre- 
cept, travel in Europe and an 
Eastern schooling, is so different 


been the first to recognize Ste- 
venson’s political possibilities in 
1947, was informed by suspicious 
colleagues that Stevenson had 
gone to Oxford. 

Aware that no Oxford product 
could hope to get anywhere polit- 
ically in a town Whose Mayor Big 
Bill Thompson used to get elected 
regularly on a platform promise, 
never kept, to “bust King George 
in the snoot” and whose foremost 
newspaper’ proprietor, himself 
schooled in England, is forever 
snubbing the British for snob- 
ism. Arvey was horrified by this 
news. Meeting a friend of Ste- 
venson’s on a train, he whispered 
the scandal in his ear and asked 
if there was any way that the 
ugly rumor could be run to earth. 
The friend wired Stevenson and 
got a reassuring denial: “Never 
went to Oxford not even to Eton.” 
This put Stevenson’s political 
career back on the tracks. 

§ scribed among other things, 

“a Prairie Roosevelt,” a “Chi- 
cage Galahad,” and an “Abe Lin- 
coln in a buttoned-down shirt.” 
While none of these epithets are 
altogether accurate, all are at 
least suggestive of the unmistak- 
able incongruity between the 
Governor and the run of United 
States politicians generally and 
of Midwest politicians in particu- 
Jar. 

One out-of-town political ob- 
server who dropped in to survey 
the Springfield scene was a pun- 
dit from Montana After a week 
of talking to Stevenson and his 
administrative assistants, the vis- 
itor sought out one of the Chi- 
cago reporters assigned to the 
capital. 

“This Stevenson,” said the vis- 
itor, “he seems to be surrounded 
by a lot of well-scrubbed college 
boys and I’ve seen all of them. 
Now, who the hell do you go to 
around here when you want to 
talk politics?” 

The effect made by Stevenson’s 
entourage upon a pundit judging 
it by Helena standards was per- 
haps understandable. Notably ab- 
sent from the Governor’s staff is 
anything remotely like a Jim Far- 
ley, a Louis Howe, or even a 
Harry Hopkins. Outside of Arvey, 
who, when not in Chicago, now 
spends most of his time in 
Florida, the only member of the 
Governor’s staff with extra- 
parochial political connections is 
a young man named Richard Nel- 
son, whose gray hair belies both 
his age, which is thirty-five, and 


TEVENSON has been de- 
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his role on the national scene, 
which is that of President of the 
Young Democrats of America. 

This staff, which meets with the 
Governor for a three-hour con- 
ference every Thursday morning, 
has a by no means accidental re- 
semblance to the group of political 
disciples which has surrounded 
Tom Dewey, as district attorney 
and later as Governor of New 
York. Stevenson is an admirer 
of Dewey methods in state gov- 
ernment. 


The Governor tends to be de- 
lighted rather than dismayed by 
occupational difficulties. One of 
the things that enables him to en- 
joy his stern curriculum in the 
Springfield Executive Mansion is 
that it too offers just such a 
double burden, which he has 
learned not only to carry but to 
juggle. 

When Stevenson was working 
on Navy labor relations during 
the war, one of his associates was 
the Chicago Daily New’s top labor 
reporter, Edwin Lahey. Lahey, 
who rejoined the News after the 
war, last spring wrote a bio- 
graphical series about the Gov- 
ernor in which he said: “He 
knows his sprawling two-billion-

HEN a roof starts to leak 

most people get the general 

idea and either reroof or 
patch up the leaks. When a floor 
begins to show signs of wear peo- 
ple aren’t quite so anxious to do 
anything about it.

F a gardener cuts an earth- 
worm (or angleworm) into two 
parts with his spade, will the | 
parts grow into earthworms? | 

The answer is that this will 
happen in many cases. There are | 
more than 800 kinds of earth- 
worms in various parts of the 
earth. North America has about 
100 kinds. 

Tests have proved that differ- 
ent kinds of earthworms have dif- 
ferent powers of “regeneration.” 
Some are more gifted than others

EARTHWORMS in general 
have from 100 to 200 segments in 
their bodies. At the front of the 
long body is a mouth, and above 
that is a small group of nerve 
cells known as the brain. : 

Nerve cells stretch clear to the 
tail, afd tiny tubes carry blood 
through the body. Food is ob- 
tained from the soil, and bits of 
soil pass through the long tube 
which serves as an intestine, 

We might suppose that only 
the head part would be likely to 
live if either part lived after a 
cut. The fact is that the tail part 
can Brow a new brain! 

After an accident, the nerve 
cells in the tail part of the body 
set to work to produce another 
brain. This may take two or three 
months. . Scar tissue forms over 
the wound, and a new mouth is 
formed. Then the tail part goes 
on with its life as a new worm.

The head part of a divided 
earthworm also gets along in 
many cases. Fifteen segments or 
more may grow out to form a 
new tail. ;

HOWEVER, bear in mind that 
some earthworms have little pow- 
er, if any, of making new seg- 
ments when they are cut apart. 
Even an entire worm. will die 
when kept too long away from its 
naturat home which is under the 
ground, unless proper conditions 
are provided. If sunshine heats a 
small can of angleworms very 
long, you may expect dead worms 
even though you have soil inside 
the can. 

One kind of earthworm is 
known by scientists as “lumbricu- 
lus variegatus. It has amazing 
powers of providing new parts 
when cut up. If such a worm is 
cut into small parts, six or seven 
new worms may come from the 
single worm!
